At the basket auction, on May 8 th , I purchased a “Pay It Forward” 
basket.

I asked the cashier to give two of the cards to the people behind me in 
the drive-through. In those two cases, I had no contact with the 
people, but I can imagine they were surprised and are probably 
questioning the gesture. Hopefully they were moved by the kindness 
and will be more aware of some other person’s need. 

I gave away one card to a family I knew could use it for groceries, and 
two other cards were given to random customers who were shopping in 
a store. In these cases the people were very appreciative and when I 
explained why I gave it to them they looked at me in disbelief, then 
thought it was a wonderful idea. I saw one family several more times in 
the store; they kept looking at me like they were trying to figure out 
what happened and why I had chosen them. 

In all the cases I could see the surprise and gratitude in their faces. 
My real hope is that they will do something nice for someone else, but 
more importantly, I hope it changed their hearts. In a world where 
many people think of themselves first, I’d like to think these five 
families will think of others too. When they do a random act of 
kindness the goodwill will snowball. The possibilities are infinite. 

I was changed as I experienced “Paying It Forward”. It touched me to 
imagine the possibilities that this simple act could make in our 
community and beyond. I became more aware of my need to pay 
attention to what is going on around me. I don’t want to miss a chance 
to be kind and help someone who needs it. What I do can make a 
difference in the lives of others. I may never know what impact this 
experience had on those families, but no kindness is in vain. I believe 
that success in life is judged by the lives we touch. 

Jesus taught us to love one another. Putting that love into action can 
change lives forever.
